It arrived ill Toronto on May 18th. 
Several days ago 1,000 pounds, valued at 
6-0,000, wore shipped to Moorotown, 
Out., live miles below this point, whore 
they wore run across the river in small 
boats and delivered to n fence by 
the name of "Saunders," who keeps 
a small grocery two miles down the 
river. Tlio consignment was taken 
the saino night to Smith's creek, a small 
stream on the Grand Trunk railway, 
whence it was shipped by express to J. 
Winters, I ndianupolis. Collector Ward tele- 
graphed to the survey at that city to ar- 
rest the consignee and seize the opium. 
This was done yesterday and the prisoner 
proves to ho Chrrles Labelle, of Sarnia. 
Collector Ward ordered the arrest of 
Saunders, and he was taken into custody. 
Enough evidence is being secured upon 
searching his premises to make the case 
warm for him. The man Labelle, cap- 
tured at Indianapolis, will bo brought 
here. It has long been known to the 
treasury department that a gang has been 
smuggling large amounts of this stuff into 
Ihe country liut until now efforts to break 
up the t raflic have been unavailing.

Here is an assemblage of crowns, 
most of them coining from tho palaces 
wUere the thrones were stolen, and some 
time worn by royal heads. The crowns 
of Poland, Kazan, Georgia, Astrakhan. 
Persia and others are more splendid, be- 
in;; covered with some of the largest and 
most, precious stones ever known— 
'•crowns upon crowns, oceans of pearls, 
rivers of diamonds, " as one writer luis 
expressed it. Beyond them are the an- 
cient crowns of the czars, the double one 
for Peter the Great and his half wilted 
brother being the must curious, and it 
sits before a double throne, with a place 
behind the drapery where their sister 
Sophia used to sit and prompt them what 
to do and say on occasions of ceremony. 

Tlio costliest crown in the entire col- 
lection was made by the' order of Peter the 
Great for tho Swedish peasant girl who 
became his wife and the Empress Cath- 
erine I, the number of diamonds in 
it being 2, olid, all of them large, flawless 
stones of the first water, witli the lurgest 
and finest ruby in the world as a crest. 
The crown of Ivan the Terrible has some 
of the rarest stones, very . largo and per- 
fect turquoises and sapphires of great 
purity and value. In this room is a 
large casket of solid gold, which contains 
the code of the Czar Alexis. — W. E. 
Curl is in Chicago News. 



True Agent* in .'Minnesota.

Kate Marbfl Defends Herself and Creates Much 
Amusement— other Cases. 

(Uefore Jud«e Richards.) 

When the court opened yesterday morn- 
ing a lartfu crowd was present to hear the 
case of Kato Marbel, charged with being 
a keeper of a house of ill-fame. The first 
cuses Uiken up wore charges of drunken- 
ness ajrainst Edward Russell and Charley 
Reed, "an American Indian.

THE BAWDY HOUSE CASE. 

In speaking about the charge preferred 
against Kate Marbel, Supt. Bloomfield 
said a complaint had been laid that a 
young girl had been inveigled from a 
house where she was employed as a ser- 
vant, and was in a house of ill-fame. The 
police entered the house, arrested the oc- 
cupants, and a charge was preferred 
against tho mistress. 

The proprietor of an hotel swore to the 
information, which charged the keeper, 
Ellen Westley and Ella Ham with un- 
lawfully detaining a girl named Lizzie 
Rogers in tho house of ill-fame. His 
honor, at the request of the superintend- 
ent, discharged three of the women, after 
which the keeper was proceeded against. 

The person who laid the information 
deposed as follows —Lizzie Rogers was 
employed by me three weeks ago when 
she was seeking employment; referred her 
to my wife and she was engaged; tho girl 
worked for six days and left my employ 
hist Monday; she was employed by me as 
cook at a monthly salary; she did not 
leave with my consent; the girl said she 
was going to a party on Monday night 
and returned on Tuesday afternoon; her 
reason for not coming back sooner was 
because slie said she was up late the night 
before; she appeared very much excited;

— The modest assertion 
of Pester Lloyd that "Whatever induce- 
ments there may be for Austria to square 
accounts with Russia, she will always be 
kept back by regard for her German ally 
upon whom she does not wish to trust 
casue foederis against her will," provokes 
unfavorable criticism among military men 
who have carefully examined 

1KB CONDITION OF AUSTRIA 

with a view to ascertaining her probable 
strength in the event of hostilities. They 
state Austria has strong reasons for wa t- 
ing patiently until attacked by Russia, tho 
chief of which is her own internal weak- 
ness. Austria is at present ruled by two 
minoritys. The Slavs who are actually iu 
tho majority of tho whole empire and 
practically excluded from power, while 
tho Germans and Magyars who share be- 
tween them the real government of the 
empire, each represent almost insignifi- 
cant fractions of tho whole population; 
but this by 110 means exhausts the dilii- 
cultios of the situation. The queer con- 
geries of nationalities which are grouped 
around the dual monarchy — Germans, 
Italians, and Cretos, Romnans, Czechs, 
Magyars, Poles, Saxons and what not -- 
have not only hardly an inspiration in 
common but detest each other with 
hatred far more deep-seated than that 
which exists between the French and Ger- 
mans. Each nationality is concerned 111 
pushing its own claims to a share in the 
government and to the special recognition 
of its language, ideas, literature and insti- 
tutions. The Germans of Bohemia loathe 
the Czechs, the Czechs hate the Germans. 
The Magyars and Slavs are simply names 
for people as opposite in sentiment and 
character as any two races in tho world. 
Of course this condition of weakness at 
home renders Austria practically impotent 
for a strong policy abroad. Tho weakness 
of her army— even the possibility that tho 
Slavs who compose a portion of it may 
prove dangerous soldiers in a Russian 
war — the quarrels of her nationalities, the 
weakness of her Gallician frontior seem to 
point to her as tho inevitable prey of 
Russia unless supported by the strong 
arm of Germany. 

THE CHINAMAN 

is just now causing tho British govern- 
ment considerable anxiety. In addition 
to the trouble to the homo government, 
caused by the action of the Australian 
colonies regarding tho landing of China- 
men in Australia, Chinamen in India arc 
now creating difficulties which are rapidly 
assuming alarming proportions. Desper- 
ate lights between members of the secret, 
societies of Ghi Hin and Ho Sing are now 
almost daily occurrences, the police in a 
number of instances having to bo rein- 
forced by the military to quell the dis- 
turbances. In Calcutta and other large 
ports the Celestials are in a small minor- 
ity, and the existence of the Chineso 
secret societies does not matter much to 
the general public, but in other parts of 
India, Burmah for instance, where tho 
Chinese mustei\very strong, tho subjoct is 
one of considerable importance to India 
and aitects the peace and security of the 
civil population. The Chineso through- 
out India, and iu fact Australia, Singa- 
pore and Sarawak, are honey-combed by 
the Hoey or secret societies originally 
formed in China; they attain their 
full force and vigor in outly- 
ing countries whore, under British 
freedom and law, they find themselves 
practically unchecked until somo desper- 
ate light removes their existence These 
secret societies, of which the Ghi Hin 
and Ho Sing are chief, hold their victims 
with the grip of a vise, body and soul. 
There are officers and members initiated 
in mysteries, with most direful threats, 
which are actually carried out. They 
monopolize several branches of commerco 
and the interloper is killed forthwith. 
They utterly command the labor market, 
regulate wages and acknowledge neither 
law norju3ticu. AtSarwack tho evil was 
found to be so serious that tho govern- 
ment made a law in 1870 decreeing 
death to every member ivso facto. In 
Singapore, time after time, they have 
raised fatal riots, some of which have 
only been quelled by calling out tho 
military. In Burmah they are supported 
by the Dacoits, and are believed by the 
Indian government to be at the bottom 
of the troubles with the Thibetians. 

THE TASSPORT SYSTEM 

adopted by Germany against foreign 
travellers from France, entering Alsace, 
has undoubtedly added now strength to 
tho Boulangists and large numbers of new 
members to the Derouledo League. Many 
French politicians believe that the decree, 
against travellers is a scheme of Bismarck 
to irritate the French pooplo to commit 
some overt act by which he might con- 
trive out of thoni a cams belli, while Ger- 
many shall appear full of magnanimity to 
the last. It is doubted very much 
whether anything short of absolute neces- 
sity would induco Franco to accept a 
challenge from Germany in the immediate 
future. There has boon considerable ex- 
asperation in Germany at the supposed 

INTRIGUES OF THE FRENCH 

in Alsace-Lorraine. The conquered pro- 
vinces are very dangerous grounds for 
semiofficial intrigues, and unless they 
mean to fight the French statesmen would 
do well to avoid it. Bismarck is exceed- 
ingly touchy about tho Rhine provinces. 
If ho failed anywhere he has failed there. 
After nearly eighteen years of systematic 
Germanizing and coercion Alsace-Lorraine 
are still French at tho heart. Any at- 
tempt on the part of Frenchmen to foster 
intrigue or conspiracy is simply playing 
into tho hands of tho war party in Ger- 
many who are anxious to force hostilities 
while France is still unprepared.

MANUAL TRAINING IN SCHOOLS. 

The subject of manual training in the 
common schools is one which is rapidly 
coming to tho front and is likely to ob- 
tain an important position in tho educa- 
tion of the young. Tho effect of the 
training given in tho schools in too many 
cases has been to create a distaste for any 
kind of manual labor and to crowd tho 
professions with ill-trained, uneducated 
people who might have accomplished 
something useful in the world if they had 
devoted themselves to other pursuits. 
They also crowd in large numbers into 
shops and offices. It is the opinion of 
good educationists that tho introduction 
of manual training into the schools will 
counteract this unhealthy tendency; and 
if so the experiment is well worth trying. 
Iu Philadelphia an earnest effort is being 
made to work out this idea, and an exhi- 
bition held recently of the work produced 
by the pupls ini the schools gave a very 
gratifying proof of the success of the 
movement, although it was not to be ex- 
pected that any large results could be ac- 
complished in the comparatively short 
time that has elapsed since the work was 
begun. A writer in the Philadelphia 
American, commenting on the exhibition 
and its promise, says that itis not enough 
that a school for manual training should 
be established here and there, but that all 
boys' sehools should be supplied with the 
tools needed for ordinary jwiners' work 
and light metal work, that every girls' 
school should have a kitchen and sewing 
room, and that in all grades and in every 
school drawing should lie taught in a thor- 
ough and systematic manner. We be- 
lieve that these ideas are very much iu 
accord with those entertained by some of 
the leading educationists and public men 
of British Columbia though no steps have 
been taken as yet to put them in prac- 
tice. 



and .schools are scattered everywhere. 
Their theological seminaries are the best 
equipped in the world. They give more 
money for church extension and foreign 
missions than any other denomination in 
t he country. Their policy is completely 
representative and thoroughly republican. 
They represent the best average of Ameri- 
can thought and ptogroso, and yet they 
are not particularly aggressive, not very 
self-conscious, but thoy have a reserved 
strength, a sort of Middle States weight 
of bulk and sense that is pretty nearly 
irresistible.

MURDER IN MAINE. 

The abolition of capital punishnmont 
which took place in the State of Maine 
live years ago appears to have placed 
human life at a discount, if nn editorial in 
the Belfast Age, which is now going the 
rounds of the press, is to be accepted as 
reliable. That journal says: 

Murder is becoming the most common 
crime. Within the Inst three months 
three of the most shocking and unnatural 
murders have been committed; and there 
appears to bo no more apparent hesitancy 
in committing the crime than any of the 
inferior felonious crimes. And it. has 
come to pass, that no person who had the 
misfortune to incur the revenge of an- 
other, is the subject of the cupidity or 
lust of another, feels that the law affords 
him or her any protection. Whither are 
we tending I Is the alternative coming 
that we must arm for self -protection; bar- 
ricade our homes, test our food before 
eating, and look for an assassin behind 
every bush and stump ! Our State Prison 
is fast tilling up with murderers who, 
from tho unconcern they manifest in re- 
gard to their punishment and the expres- 
sions they let fall, show that they have 
already considered without dread what 
their punishment will be in case of detec- 
tion. Are we to go on and build new 
prisons till the guarding of them shall be- 
come a perilous task. 

In Switzerland where capital punish- 
ment was abolished in 1870, convictions 
for crimes which previously merited death 
have since increased fifty pur cent., and if 
tho assertions of our Maine contemporary 
are correct the criminal statistics of that 
Stale would certainly show similar results. 
Other countries should ponder over these 
facts beforu remodelling their criminal 
laws after this pattern.

PRESS COMMENTS. 

(St. John, N.B., Tolograph.) 
Does tho inquiring reader wish to learn 
wdio Sir Matthew Bogbio is ? Wo give tho 
answer as it is found in Morgan's Annual 
Register: 

"Sir Matthew B. Bughie, born ill Eng- 
land, 1819; B A. and Wrangler (Cam- 
bridge), 1841; Follow, 1844; called to 
English bar 1844; judgo, British Colum- 
bia, and judge of Vice- Admiralty, 1858; 
chief justice, 1870; knighted, 1875." 

Sir Matthew has attracted considerable 
attention lately by 0110 of his judicial de- 
liverances. In the new and yet rather 
crude town of Vancouver is published a 
small newspaper called tho News- 
Advertiser, which recently copied from 
an Oregon journal an article reflecting up- 
on Mr. Dunsniuir, who brought suit for 
libel. The suit was settled betwoen the 
parties on tho condition of an apology be- 
ing published, and when the consent of 
the judge was asked it was granted with 
some comments upon "tho doplorabl 
state of things in this colony with regard 
to newspapers." He went on to point out 
that: 

" Inasmuch as this journalism affords 
considerable opportunity for those en- 
gaged in it to make themselves noticeable, 
it is sought after by men of ambitious 
tone of mind, but inasmuch as newspapers 
exist in very great numbers it is impos- 
sible often in the interests of those jour- 
nals themselves to obtain men of iutelli 
gonce, capacity and education to conduct, 
them. Therefore, inasmuch as there is a 
great number of tliom, and they pay very 
little, men of intelligence and capacity 
usually turn their attention to other 
courses of lite and occupations which en- 
able them to get a better return ; and 
thus it seems that journals and news- 
papers are generally conducted by persons 
if scanty education and a vulgar turn of 
mind. " 

Inasmuch" as Sir Matthew held and 
expressed these opinions as to the vul- 
garity and ignorance of the newspapers in 
British Columbia it was quite natural 
that his erudito uiiud should recall the 
leasant little controversy between the 
political journals of Eatanswill, in his 
native country. Ho proceeded : 

The same sort of clung is satirized by 
Dickens in his celebrated relation of Mr. 
Potts and tho Eatanswill Independent and 
the Eatanswill Gazette, and I cannot help 
thinking that these publications indulge 
unnecessary vituperation. They drag 
nut from any dictionary words tho longest 
md must abusive they can find, anxious to 
brow anil pelt perfect mud. This cannot 
have a healthy, but must exercise a very 
deleterious influence on society at large. 
The influence on society at largo must be 
very great, because, unfortunately, the 
great mass of readers read newspapers 
more frequently than anything else and 
accept everything they see in tho news 
panel's. * * * Ninety-nine out of 
every hundred people here believe what 
they see in the papers, and in nothing 
else. And the chances are ninety-nine to 
one against there being any accuracy in 
their statements or anything of the kind, 
* * * They consider that others are 
like themselves — rhinoceros-hided and ac- 
customed to vituperation. They gloat in 
it, and read in the morning their lucubra- 
tions in which they pelted their mud.'' 

Every discriminating reader of the 
above portrait of the Columbian editors 
will at, once recognize in Sir Matthew a 
man of mark, whose love for the journal 
istic profession there is in no way luke- 
warm, and whoso style has nothing of the 
"cheap John" about it. The kindliness 
and delicacy of Sir Matthew's Battery of 
the British Columbia newspapers is seen 
in that sincerest form, imitation. For in- 
stance, " rhinoceros-hided," " vitupera- 
tion," and "lucubrations," in tho judicial 
setting in which Sir Matthew has placed 
them, look very much like vulgar word 
culprits, dragged forth by some ignorant 
Columbian editor from as many different 
lictiouaries in which, like Shakespeare's 
toad, thoy had gathered sweltering 
venom. That is, in tho true, British 
Columbia journalistic style. And that 
dainty phrase, "perfect mud," not ordi- 
nary, commonplace, every day mud, mark 
you, but "perfect" mud, fresh from the 
dictionary ; — in coining that phrase 
Sir Matthews displays real newspaper 
ability. "Pelt" is also a good word, 
taken in connection with " rhinoceros 
hide," Yes, we cannot but compliment 
Sir Matthew on the sincerity of his adula- 
tion, taking as it does the form of imita- 
tion. Ho has evidently been a close 
reader of journals of the Pacific slope. 

But we must look again to gather the 
full force of Sir Matthews' compliments to 
the press. Of course there is nothing in 
the British Columbia newspapers but lies 
written by very vulgar and poorly paid 
scribes, but- the great mass of people 
there road little else, and 09 out of every 
100 believe everything they read in the 
newspapers. So says Sir Matthew, and, 
impressed with this one fact that every- 
body reads and believes tho newspapers, 
be has done a shrewd thing. Ho wished 
his words to be read and believed, and he 
therefore clothed them in the vorbal garb 
of Eatanswill and had them printed in a 
newspaper.

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THE -itTH OK MAY AT THE GOOSE 
ISLANDS. 

The Bella Bella Indians, staying at the 
village of Esquimault, on one of the Goose 
Islands, for fur aos.1 hunting, celebrated 
Her Majesty's birthday with a foast, 
games, etc. About 2 o'clock the Indians 
with their families turned out and pro- 
ceeded to a sandy place near the village, 
the firemen turning out in red and a few 
of the local volunteers in blue, headed by 
a small portion of their baud. After 
going through some drill and a few man- 
oeuvres, etc., the volunteers fired a salute. 
The whole of the people then gave three 
choers for Her Majesty and sang "God 
Save the Queen." (hie of the chiefs said 
a prayer for Her Majesty and a few 
hymns wore Bimg. The chief then made 
a speech in which ho said that they were 
very glad to bo under the Queen's Hag 
and to have her laws, and they intended 
to keep the 24th of May every year in 
future. The Indians then sat down to 
their feast, which had been cooked on the 
beach, after which several kinds of games 
were played, chiefly a game of football 
amongst the younger Indians, and foot 
racing, French bliudman's buff' anil a tug- 
of-war, and various other gamos in which 
the ladies, who had turned out in a good 
number, joined. About ti o'clock they 
all went home having spent a very pleas- 
ant and happy afternoon. About 8 
o'clock, on the rise of the title, two good 
canoe races, between eleven old and 
eleven young Indians, took place. The 
first race was n tie, but the old men won 
the second race. Then a race took place 
between two canoes, each paddled by ten 
Klootchman and an Indian to steer. 
After which these (wo canoes advanced 
and retired twice the occupants singing a 
very good boating song. The band then 
struck up "God Save the Queen" and 
thus the day's amusement ended. All en- 
joyed themselves very much and every- 
thing wont oil' well and quietly.

To THE ElJlTOR: - An article appeared 
in the Weekly Time* of the 1st hist., con- 
taining a protest to the Lieut. -Covernor, 
against the appointment of Mr. W. M. 
Robson, as Assessor and Collector for the 
Mayne Island portion of the Cowichan 
district, signed by thirty-live persons, 
j falsely representing themselves as three- 
fourths of the tax-paying and voting popu- 
late hi i if the district. 

A glance over the tax roll shows the 
number of persons paying property tax to 
be nearly seventy, whije a further number 
of upwards of twenty non-property hold- 
ers pay provincial revenue tax, making a 
total voting population in the district of 
about ninety. 

I hit of I he thirty-live names on the pro- 
test published in the Times, there are ten 
names of buys under twenty-one years of 
age, who have never paid a tux and are 
not entitled to vote, and live or six names 
of men who have a precarious mode of 
living and flout whom no tax has been 
received since they have been in tho dis- 
t rift . In addition lo this, signatures of 
persons resident as far as Calgary and who 
have ipjvor seen the protest have been 
attached lo il ; so that instead of thirty- 
five voters, this voluminous memorial to 
the Lieut. -Governor contains the signa- 
tures of only about eighteen bona Jidc tax 
payers — just about one-fifth of the tax 
payers in the district,. 

The article furl her status that a petition 
in favor of W, T. Collinson's appoint- 
ment, signed by three-fourths of the 
voters, was sent to the government, but 
that the government decided to appoint 
Mr, W, M. Robson; as Assessor and Col- 
lector. If minors and non-voters and non- 
taxpayers are to be taken into considera- 
tion, I have no doubt that Collinson had a 
goodly number of signatures to his peti- 
tion, but if the majority of the bottit fifle 
sell lers, are supposed, to have any weight 
with governments, then I think that tho 
present government is to bo congratulated 
on tho very wise and judicious appoint- 
ment it has made. 

The protest is obviously tho outcome of 
lho wounded vanity and self-conceit of 
Collinson, tho disappointed oftico-Bookor, 
who has adopted that method of venting 
his spleen on the government.
